Heavy Buying of Belligerent Nations 


With Embargoes From Pro- 


ducing Countries Blamed 


The well known and much, dis- 


cussed high cost of living is a mere 
piker, compared to the high cost of 
getting sick these days. Even the 
slight cold that only requires a few 
doses of quinine is going to be a

expensive

This bitter and much used 
drug used to he so cheap that a

But quinine 
used to he worth about 50 cents per 
ounce, and now it is quoted in New 
York at $1.85 and $2.00 per ounce. 
The news of the phenomenal jump in 
quinine was contained in a quotation 
ceived today in this' city.

has been a steady rise in the market 
quotation 
for the past 
several 


months, and the jump yesterday was 
from $1.12 to $1.85. As usual, the 
war is blamed for the advance in 
price, niost of 
the quinine being 


manufactured in Germany and Hol- 
land from the bark, which is ex- 
ported from 
South America 
and 


Java. 


Local druggists say that, along 


with quinine, almost every drug used 
in prescription work has advanced 
in price until some are costing eight 
and ten tunes what they did a few 
months ago. For instance, you 
could have bought acetphenetidin, if 
you should have known what it was 
and bave needed any" in the course 
of your" affairs, for about $1.50 an 
ounce, -in. June, 1914. N<HT it would 
cost yon about $1L .Benzoic acid 
was quoted in 1914 at
